MADISON, Wis., Dec. 15—Gov. 
Nelson A. Rockefeller said to- 
day that he differs fundamentally 
with the things which the late 
Senator Joseph R. McCarthy 
stood for, but he added that he 
would not discourage a person 
who voted for McCarthy from 

‘voting for him. 

The subject of McCarthy came 
up at a press conference held 
here by the New York Governor. 

Rockefeller, in response to a 
question, said that he had not 
been contacted by any stpport- 


ers o fthe late Senator from Wis- | 


consin so far as he knew. 


Rockefeller was asked whether 
he would accept support, if he 
decided to run in the Wisconsin 
primary, from the former Mc- 
Carthy group. 

Rockefeller replied: ‘“‘Do you 
mean if somebody who voted 
for Senator McCarthy wanted to 
vote for me if I were a candidate 
and received the nomination, 
would I try to discourage such 
votes ?’’ 

Only Votes Count. 

Before there was a direct an- 
swer to this question, Rocke- 
feller continued: by saying that 
votes are the only kind of sup- 
port that counts. Asked if he 
would encourage such support, 
the New York Governor replied: 

“If you are saying do I have 
a fundamental difference in 
point of view with the things 
that Senator McCarthy stood for 
and which he is known for, yes, 
I certainly do.” ; i 

In Minneapolis last~ night, 
Rockefeller advanced a_ four- 
point farm program built around 
a proposal to double the number 
of acres retired under the soil 
bank program. | . 

The barnstorming New York 
Governor, making his first major 
pronouncement on farm prob- 
lems, recommended that 60,000,- 
000 acres of farm land be re- 
tired from production and used 
for reforestation, conservation 
and recreation. 

He reported that about 450,- 
000,000 acres now are under cul- 
tivation and that by next year 
only 28,000,000 acres will have 
been taken out of production un- 
der the soil bank. 

‘Doubling the out-of-production 
acreage under the soil bank 
would cut agricultural overpro- 
duction, réduce surpluses and 
save federal expenditures, Rocke- 
feller said. | 

Retiring of Whole Farms. 


He said that whole farms must 
be taken out of production for 
periods of five to 10 years. If 
only part of a farm is with- 
drawn, the farmer may use his 
Government payments to in- 
crease production on the remain- 
ing acres, he explained. — 


He contended that it would be 
a great deal cheaper for the 
Government to pay for taking 
entire farms out of production 
than to provide subsidies and 
pay storage costs on surplus 
crops.. 

Under his plan, older persons 
could retire their farms and live 
on their Government ‘‘rental”’ 
payments. 

This would enable them to re- 
main on their farms instead of

Authority Contracts 
With Protection Firm 
to Provide 24-Hour 
Service. 


A contract with a private plant 
protection company to police all 
low-rent public housing projects 
in St. Louis was announced to- 
day by Charles L. Farris, execu- 
tive director of the St. Louis 
Housing Authority. 

The announcement was made 
at an all-day meeting of various 
groups and individuals interested 
in the city’s public housing sit- 
uation. It was held at the Hous- 
ing Authority’s new building in 
the Pruitt-Igoe Apartments proj- 
ect, 2401 Dickson street. 

Farris said the contract had 
been awarded to the Whelan Se- 
curity and Plant Protection Corp. 
of St. Louis after approval was 
given by the Housing Authority’s 
board of directors and represen- 
tatives of the Federal Housing 
Administration. 

David J. Whelan, president of 
the company, said the contract 
would call for about $68,500 a 
year for the protection service, 
which will begin about Jan. 16. 

20 Men to be Employed. 

Whelan will employ 20 men, 
half of whom will be Negroes. 
The 13 present watchmen em- 
ployed by-the Housing Authority 
will be interviewed and hired if 
found satisfactory. 

The firm also plans to use five 
dogs for patrolling. It has found 
that one dog is equivalent to 
four men for patrol purposes, 
Whelan said. 

“We will provide 24-hour serv-

Lewis, the father of the CIO, 


mass production industries in the 
mid-30s, is one of America’s 
most influential union leaders. 
More than any other labor lead- 
er, he is regarded as responsible 
for organizing workers of the 
nation’s biggest industries into 
labor unions. 

With the country on its eco- 
nomic knees in the great depres- 
sion, he capitalized on the Na- 
tional Recovery Act and the 
Wagner Labor Relations Act 
passed in former President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt’s New 
Deal. 

The Wagner Acf established 
the rights of unions to organize 
and the obligation of employers 
to bargain with them on wages 
and working conditions. Lewis 
formed the CIO and drew mil- 
lions of workers into union mem- 
bership. 

Man of Iron Will. 

A man of iron will, he fought 
industry and on many occasions 
the Government itself to obtain 
bargaining rights and wage-bene- 
fit gains for workers in one in- 
dustry after another. 

His bushy black eyebrows, now 
silver with age, have darkened 
countless cartoons depicting him 
as a labor villain. Although he

Rejection by France.

De Gaulle already has with- 
drawn from NATO command 
one-third of France’s air fighter 
force, its air warning system and 
one-third of the French Medi- 
terranean Fleet. He has refused 
to allow stockpiling of NATO 
nuclear weapons in French terri- 
tory. 

Herter warned the ministers 
that any weakening of the Atlan- 
tic alliance would undermine the 
West in future summit negotia- 
tions with the Soviet Union, He 
said the ultimate Russian goals 
remain the same despite any 
recent appearance of change. 

Herter said the West must seek 
tangible agreements with the So- 
viet Union .on two points—(1) 
arms control and (2) the division 
of Germany and the related 
problem of Berlin. The major 
test, Herter added, will be the 
Russian attitude on Berlin. 

De Gaulle Firm. 

Even as Herter spoke, De 
Gaulle restated his ideas to a 
group of French parliamentari- 
ans who visited him. 

One reported the French Presi- 
dent said: ‘‘During the last two 
world wars Allied forces were 
not integrated. Nonetheless they 
won victories.’

“Notwithstanding it is a crime, 
wiretapping is rampant today,” 
Williams told the subcommittee. 

‘There is less compliance with 
this law than there was with the 
old Volstead act,” he said. “In 
the days of the Volstead act, 
law enforcement agents may 
have drunk: liquor, but they 
didn’t sell it.

ATOMIC FUEL 
DUE TO STAY A 
PRESENT PRICE 


Available, Experts 
Say — Reduction of 
Cost Held Possible. 


‘WASHINGTON, Dec. 15 (UPT) 
—A group of experts reported 
today that plenty of fuel will be | 
available at present prices .to 
supply an .atomic power indus- 
try much greater than that en-} 
visioned in the next 15 years. 

Some industrialists have hesi- 
tated to invest heavily in atomic 


s| power lest the Government some 


day increase the price of Uran- 
ium-235 or restrict the supply. 

Today’s report said there 
would be enough U-235 to meet 
weapons needs and at the same 
time provide fuel for a com- 
mercial power capacity of at 
least 40,000,000 kilowatts in the 
next 15 years. 

Instead of going up, the price 
may come down in that period, 
the report said. 

Estimates of this country’s fu- 
ture nuclear power capacity 
have ranged from 10,000,000 to 
23,000,000 kilowatts by 1975. 

As far as fuel is concerned, 
the new report suggests, industry 
could build twice to four ‘times 
that capacity without rising costs 
or shortages. This would leave 
a lot of margin for foreign power 
plants supplied with United 
States nuclear fuel. 

The report was made for the 
Atomic Industrial Forum by 
Kenneth D. Nichols, nuclear con- 
sultant and former general man- 
ager of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission; William Webster, presi- 
dent of the New England Elec- 
tric System and the Yankee 
Atomic Electric Co.; and Perci- 
val F. Brundage, former budget 
director. 


The United States keeps its 
U-235 production figures secret 
lest they provide a clue to the 
rate at which this country can 
make atomic weapons. This 
secrecy was in part responsible 
for industrial concern about the 
future. 


To allay these fears and en- 
courage industry to invest more 
confidently, AEC Chairman John 
A. McCone offered on Nov. 4 to 
give a committee of qualified 
experts access to enough secret 
information to form an authori- 
tative judgment on future fuel 
costs and supplies. 

He gave his personal word 
that the U-235 prices charged by 
the Government do not repre- 
sent a subsidy to industry and

CHICAGO, Dec, 15 (AP)—A 


plan to consolidate Chicago’s 


railroad terminals at a cost of 
$115,300,000 was approved yes- 
terday by the Chicago Railroad 
Terminal Authority. 

The plan, redirecting all rail 
traffic into Union Station, would 
clear 130 acres south of the 
city’s business district for a 
branch of the University of Illi- 
nois.

JEWISH HOSPITAL DOCTOR 
IS AWARDED $36,618 GRANT 


Dr. Albert B. Eisenstein, direc- 
tor of the medical division at 
Jewish Hospital, has been 
awarded a three-year $36,618 
grant by the United States Pub- 
lic Health Service, it was an- 
nounced today. 

The grant is for a study of 
nutritional factors in the adrenal 
cortical function. The adrenal 
cortex is a gland which secretes 
cortisone-like hormones into the 
body. Dr. Eisenstein hopes to 
learn which factors, such as pro- 
teins, minerals or vitamins, are 
important to the manufacture of 
hormones by the adrenal gland. 

The research project will be 
conducted in the medical section 
of the hospital’s research insti- 
tute. Working with Dr. Eisen- 
stein will be Dr. Elizabeth Stod- 
dard, Mrs. Mildred Keso, Miss 
Benta Jensen and Miss Bonnie 
Williams.

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NEW LABOR REFORM 
LAW GUES IN EFTEGT 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15 (UPT) 
«Federal provisions guarantee- 
ing secret ballots. and other 
@emocratic election practices in 
more than 50,000 national and 
lécal unions went into effect yes- 
terday under the new labor re- 
form law. 

The guarantees became effec- 
tive automatically 90 days after 
President Eisenhower signed 

the Landrum-Griffin bill into law 
last Sept. 14. 

Every union in the country 
with the exception of those made 
up entirely of government work- 
ers has to submit a detailed re- 
port to the Labor Department 
on its bylaws, officers and in- 
ternal affairs. Officials said 
nearly 10,000 reports already 
had been received. 

The ..statute, enacted by Con- 
gress last session, requires na- 
tional or international unions to 
élect their officers at least every 
five years, either by secret bal- 
lot ‘or at a convention of dele- 
gates chosen by secret ballot. 

Intermediate bodies—such as 
area conferences or joint coun- 
cils composed of several unions 
—must elect their leaders at 
least once every four years by 
one of tae two alternatives. 

Local unions are required to 
elect officers at least once every 
three years by secret ballot. Ap- 
proximately 15,000 to 20,000 
unions composed entirely of gov- 
ernment workers are exempt. 

The Secretary of Labor is em- 
powered to investigate violations 
‘of the elections provisions. The 
law permits a federal court to 
cancel an election and order a 
new one if it is shown to be 
rigged.

plant; he has never been just a “fire-tender.” Coal 
shoveling had largely gone out with the introduction 
of oil-burning locomotives, and with the automatic 
stoker, so far as the physical labor was concerned, 
But the fireman then, as now, had to keep the loco- 
motive operating at maximum efficiency. 

A second major responsibility of the fireman is 
that he must.be a relief engineer. The engineer, him- 
self, is a human being — not just a “push - button 
pusher.” He is liable to all kinds of slight or serious 
physical or nervous disabilities. The fireman is, and 
must be, capable of substituting for the engineer for 
brief periods, or in serious emergencies. He is also, 
from the longer time standpoint, qualifying to move 
up into the position of engineer as death or retire- 
ment makes replacement necessary. 

A third major responsibility of the fireman is to 
j maintain a constant watch on his side of the train — 
not on the cars behind the locomotives, primarily, but 
upon the locomotives themselves, upon traffic on in- 
tersecting highwavs, and upon the condition of the 
track, roadbed, and signals ahead. , 

Is there need for the fireman? Some of these fac- 
tors you may judge for yourselves. When the Diesel 
multiple-locomotive operation began, there was fre- 
quently a third man helping care for these power units 
—sometimes a machinist, sometimes an electrician. 
The fireman now handles the work of that third man; 
whether or not it is sensible to have a man able and 
available to keep these multiple units functioning pro- 
perly is only in part a question of the mechanics of 
the Diesel itself. Certainly the advisability from the 
standpoint of operating efficiency of having a man 
capable of relieving the engineer on these high speed, 
heavy, multiple-powered trains would need little proof. 

The accident rate per million miles on American 
railways from 1930 to 1934 was 5.95. From 1935 to 
1939 the rate was 5.57. The average for the whole last 
decade of steam power was 5.76. But from 1951 to 
1955, that accident rate per million miles had risen to 
7.17. That is an increase, in this Diesel era, of 24.5 ae 
per cent in the train accident rate. Even that was not are J 
the end; the train accident rate in 1956 rose further, : 
to 7.71—up 7% per cent from the 1951-1955 average 
and 33.9 percent above the steam locomotive era. Ac- 
cident data for the years 1957 and 1958 were reported 
by the I.C.C. on a basis different from that of earlier 
years, and they cannot be compared. But on the new 
basis, 1958 has recorded still further increases in the 
train accident rate over 1957. . 

These accident figures prove the rising hazard of 
train operations, and the need for maintaining at least 
the present train crews. 

One other set of accident data bears directly upon 
one special function of the fireman. Only from the 
left side of the locomotive can there be a proper view 
of traffic on the left side of the train, on highwa 
that parallel the railroad or that approach at an angle. 

Crossings of railroads and highways have, in recent 
years, been given a great deal of attention. An effort 
has been made to eliminate as many of them as pos- 
sible. Turnpikes, freeways, and other “limited access” 
highways have taken much of the high speed traffic 
away from rail crossings. Automatic crossing signals 
have been greatly developed. But the number of cars 
on the highways keeps increasing—and the hazard still 
rises. 

From 1930 to 1939 the average rate of highway 
crossing accidents per million. train miles was 3.97. In

In that most modern of train services, the fast 
through-freight, the casualty rate for brakemen rose 
by another 10 percent from 1955 to 1956. From 1957 
to 1958, the casualty rate of “trainmen on duty” rose 
again by 4 percent. 

During these two decades, as you all know, there 
has been an especial effort in all industry to reduce 
employee casualties. Government has done everything 

ossible, by educational methods as well as by specific 
egislation or administrative action, to lower the ac- 
cident rate in American industries. The railways 
themselves have carried on ceaseless “Safety First” 
campaigns. The relative safety of railway train opera- 
tion and other occupations can be judged by what has 
happened over these years. 

_This, then, is “featherbedding”—an increasing ac- 
cident rate in an increasingly hazardous service. A 
casualty rate that has risen steeply, while that of the 
rest of industry has declined as sharply. If railway 
corporation representatives were seeking an accurate 
rather than an insultingly false label for this change,

Mean Lost Markets, Fewer Jobs, 
and Higher Costs to YOU 


That's What The “‘Local Working Conditions"’ Dispute Is All About 


Like every successful enterprise, the steel 
industry is constantly striving to improve its 
efficiency and hold down the cost of its product 
to you. 

Since the end of World War II, it has spent 
more than $12 billion on new plants and equip- 
ment, and hundreds of millions more on steel- 
making research. 

It has sought to provide its steelworkers with 
the world’s finest tools of production and the 
world’s most modern methods and techniques. 

Yet the Fact-Finding Report of Secretary 
of Labor Mitchell shows that, today, output per 
man-hour has increased much less in steel than 
it has in the total national economy.

Fault Lies in Restrictive Contract Provisions

But the Union objected, a 
grievance was filed and the arbitrator 
held that this change was in violation of* 
the contract. The seven-man crew had 

to be restored simply because the use of 
seven men on this furnace had become 
an established local working condition. 


Waste and Inefficiency Cost Markets and Jobs 


As the result of many such: instances, the 
steel industry is finding it more and more diffi- 
cult to meet the growing competition from steels 
made abroad and from substitutes for steel made 
at home. 

During the past two years, steel exports have 
declined sharply while the tide of foreign steel 


imports has seadily risen. Sioa: ba it is estimated 
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that this trend—heightened by the effect of the 
steel strike—has given foreign steel makers a 
market this year for 6,600,000 tons of finished 
steel products that were formerly made in 
America. 

To produce this quantity of finished steel 
would provide full-time jobs for nearly 52,000 
people in the American steel industry. 


Changes Would Help—Not Hurt—W orkers 


Union officials have fought the Companies’ 
proposals for changes in the new: labor agree- 
ments on the ground that elimination of waste 
might wipe out some jobs. 

The truth is that if the ifidustry is hailipered 
in meeting competition, far more jobs could be 


lost through declining sales and shrinking mar- | 


kets, than could possibly be lost through any 


changes in working, conditions. 
Efficiency Means Job Security 

To sum it all up: 

The greatest job security is a busy industry. 

Today the American steel industry is facing 
the most intensive competitive challenge in its 
history. 

It can meet this challenge only with the help 
of the steelworkers. 

Only by eliminating waste and by increasing 
efficiency can it maintain and expand its markets 
to the greatest possible degree, and thereby pro- 
tect the jobs of its workers, the investment of its 
owners, andthe industrial strength of America 
itself. 


No job is ever really saved by 
perpetuating waste and inefficiency.

Step to World Law 


When President Eisenhower, Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon, Senator Humphrey of Minnesota 
and the American Bar Association are in 
agreement, the subject of their accord is 
worthy of attention. In this case it is the 
movement for wider utilization of the Inter- 


- national Court of Justice, or World Court. - 


Last Oct. 21 Senator Humphrey wrote Mr. 
Eisenhower asking his support for a pending 
congressional measure that would eliminate 
the so-called Connally amendment, which re- 
stricts United States participation in the 
World Court. In his reply, dated Nov. 17, the 
President said he intended to send just such 
a recommendation to Congress. The Presi- 
dent’s emphasis, in his Indian speeches, on 
the need for steady development of world 
law lends new point to the repeal of the Con- 
nally amendment. 

The restriction goes back to 1946 when the 
United States, in agreeing to the compulsory 
jurisdiction of the court, excluded “disputes” 
with regard to matters which are essentially 
within the domestic jurisdiction of the United 
States of America as determined by the 
United States of America.” The last eight 
words were inserted by Senator Connally of 
Texas in an action widely interpreted as mis- 
trust of the court. Removing them would 
put the United States in a better position to 
advocate wider acceptance of the court’s 
jurisdiction by other countries. : 

In a speech last April Mr. Nixon pointed 
out that by reserving the right to make its 
own decision as to whether a case fell exclu- 
sively within the domestic jurisdiction of the 
United States (ahd therefore outside the 
World Court jurisdiction) this country has 
encouraged other countries to adopt similar 
restrictions and thus has curtailed 
work. Removing the restriction would give 
the court greater power to determine what 
constitutes domestic jurisdiction, but. the 
tribunal, still would be authorized to deal 
only with international matters. 

Classes of cases which lend themselves 
particularly to international adjudication are 
those arising from foreign investment and 
private and public development plans abroad, 
and from certain economic and political 
agreements between the nations. Eliminating 
the Connally amendment would be a step 
toward a rule of law among nations, a step 
in the right direction. 


The Rockefeller Visit 


Nelson Aldrich Rockefeller has paid Mis- 
souri his first visit as a potential candidate 
for the presidency and within reasonable lim- 
its each liked what was on view. 

The New York Governor was all affability 
and smiles, the very essence of a man out to 
win friends and influence people. What Gov. 
Rockefeller saw and heard must have been 
equally pleasing to him. More than 2000 Re- 
publican leaders and party members from 
Missouri and Southern Illinois piled into the 
Chase Hotel to shake his hand and smile back. 
In enthusiasm it surpassed anything the Re- 
publicans have arranged-in Missouri since 
Dwight D. Eisenhower came here seven years 
ago as the party’s 1952 standard-bearer. 

No wonder. For not all Missouri Republi- 
cans look with favor on Vice President Nixon 
as their party’s best hope for 1960. To them 
the handsome New Yorker offers the prospect 


of an alternative candidacy both attractive and 


promising. And Gov. Rockefeller, hearing the 
prediction of Republican City Chairman 
Schroeder that he could get “at least half” 
of Missouri’s 26-man delegation to the 1960 
convention, can only conclude that Missouri is 
a mighty fine place. Sounds to us like the 
beginning of a dandy friendship.

(3) Mr. Dunne’s over-all tax. proposal would 
raise the total county tax rate from 94 to 99 
cents to support a budget that is $469,366 
more than was appropriated this year. Why 
does the rate need to be that high? 

The county’s total tax base has expanded so 
substantially this year that each penny of the 
tax rate ought to produce about $130,000—or 
about $11,000 more per penny than was 
brought in last year. Accordingly, the present 
94-cent rate should produce $1,034,000 more 
in actual cash this year than it did a year ago. 
That is more than twice’ is much new money 
as Mr. McNary’s preliminary budget requires. 

True, the county can’t touch this cash wind- 
fall until after it approves its final budget 
next summer, but there will be plenty of 
time between then and the end of the year 
to spend it. 

If Mr. Diinne’s 99-cent levy becomes effec- 
‘tive, the county would have another $650,000 
added to the $1,034,000 windfall or $1,684,000 
in new money. That is more than three 
times as much. additional cash as Mr. McNary’s 
preliminary budget calls for.

Thumbs Down on Faubus Laws 


The 1958 Faubus school laws, rushed 
through a special session of the Arkansas Leg- 
islature in an effort to thwart public school 
desegregation, are now as dead as can be. 
That is the effect of the Supreme Court’s rul- 
ing on the appeal from the decision of the 
United States Court of Appeals at St. Louis. 

The two Faubus stajutes were the answer 


of the Governor to thé Supreme Court’s 1954. 
decision declaring segregation unconstitution- © 


al in tax-supported schools. OneJaw attempted 
to give the Governor of Arkansas power to 
close a school whenever he decided that vio- 
lence threatened or that suitable education 
could not be provided because of desegrega- 
tion. The other law sought to lay aside the 
legal basis for withholding state funds from 
closed schools and transferring these funds to 
other schools, public or private. : 

The Court of Appeals at St. Louis lost no 
time in throwing out both Faubus laws. . It 
also directed the Arkansas state and school 
officials not to participate in schemes to try 
to frustrate the Supreme Court decision. This 
Court of Appeals order is now upheld in 
Washington. It remains only for Little ‘Roek 
to comply—and to do what it can to make up 
for the precious time it has cost its students 
in their education—and their lives.

Man’s Two Paths to 


By Dr. I. M. Levitt 


Director, Franklin Institute 
Planetarium, Philadelphia 


THERE ARE TWO PATHS to 
the moon, and we must decide 
which to use soon. The first two 
steps have already been taken 
by the Russians. Lunik II im- 
pacted the moon and Lunik III 
photographed the hidden side. 

The next move will be the es- 
tablishment of a lunar satellite, 
and this is well on its way. The 
United States may launch such 
a vehicle this month. 

After successfully orbiting the 
moon with various types of satel- 
lites we will have reached the 
crossroads. It will be time to 
firm our efforts for the big job: 
putting a man on the moon. 
There are two approaches we 
can use, but both will have to 
wait for further technical ad- 
vances. 

We can send a space station 
into orbit around the earth and 


from earth’s gravity, provide 
moon 


braking thrust for the 
landing and return its manned 
capsule to earth. 

During the recent Internation- 
al Astronautical F edera tion 
meeting in London, Milton W. 
Rosen, chief of rocket vehicle de- 
velopment, National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration, de- 
scribed a rocket that could carry 
two or three men to the moon 
and return them to earth. 

The first stage of the five- 
stage system would use six rock- 
et engines with a thrust of 1,- 
500,000 pounds each for a com- 
bined thrust of 9,000,000 pounds. 
A single engine of 1,500,000 
pounds of thrust would comprise 
the second stage. Both would use 
— oxygen and kerosene for 
uel. 


Four giving a total 
thrust of 000 pounds would 
make up the third stage. The 


propellants for its four engines— 
and would have throttles.

Population Control 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 15. 

I HAVE A NUMBER of inquiries on the subject of a 
problem which is being brought out by a variety of people 
regarding overpopulation in countries in relation to the food 
supply in thosé countries and the world’s food supply. 

It has always seemed to me to be a human right for a 
child to be born, because he or she is wanted. I had thought 
very little about the scientific side of increased populations 
in certain areas, though in the study of history it is always 
very evident that the problem of overpopulation leading to 
hunger and want has frequently also led to war. In the 
modern world.we are learning more and more that we must 
plan for the future, and I think that research is needed. in 
the whole population question, 


On the more immediate question, which is being 
brought up in this country—apparently, in part, as a 
political issue to embarrass candidates running for 
office—it seems to me utterly unnecessary for any 
government interested in helping the problems of 
other nations to specifically tie a grant-in-aid to one 
particular area of help which, because of religious 
beliefs, might be a cause of contention within the 
donor or the recipient country. 


We are a country from which other peoples have to ask 
loans, sometimes in the form of money, sometimes in the 
form of goods, sometimes in the form of technical assistance. 
We happen to have a population of mixed origin and of a 
variety of religions. Any government has a right, if it so 
desires, to set up a planned parenthood program if it is not 
in opposition to its people’s religious beliefs. But there is no 
reason why this cannot be done with the funds of the country 
itself. 

We can quite well, as a loaning country, give aid for 
economic projects or for general health projects, such as 
malaria control or epidemic controls of different kinds that 
may be essential to setting up an economic project. 

When there is, however, a specific project such 

as the organizing of population control, there is no 

reason why a nation should not devote its own funds 

as it wishes. Why our Government should commit it- 

self to a specific grant, which some of its citizens will 

oppose for religious reasons, I cannot understand. 
As far as individuals and organizations are con- 
cerned, they do not have to consult their Government 

in this country as to the type of project they wish to 

aid in other parts of the world. There undoubtedly 

is a great deal of interest among certain groups and 

among certain individuals in the United States who 

feel that the problems of the future cannot be solved 
without population control, and there is no reason why 
this aid should not be given if it is on a voluntary 

basis and under no Government control. . 

I happen to be one of the people who has long believed 
in planned parenthood, but I had six children in a period of 
10 years, There was no health reason and no economic reason 
why they could not be well cared for and given a good start 
in their lives. 

The World Health Organization will undoubtedly do re- 
search at the request of some of the members of the United 
Nations, but the policies of the U.N. itself and of its special- 
ized agencies are directed by the will of the member na- 
tions, and the Secretary General and the heads of the various 
specialized agencies will always be careful not to offend 
any of the member states.

Mornings are cloudless with 
the thermometer standing at 20 
degrees and a white frost covers 
the valley. In the still air, smoke 
rises straight up from neighbor- 
ing chimneys, and soon after 
sunrise we hear a chain saw 
tuning up or the roar of a trac- 
tor engine as some farmer heads 
out with his corn picker to gath- 
er the last of the crop. During 
the day it gets up into the high 
40s and a few clouds gather to- 
ward evening to make a crim- 
son and lavender sunset. 

Such weather, at this time of 
year, must end eventually and 
so last week it finally clouded 
up and started to rain. But it 
stayed warm and the rain fell 
gently, and because the valley 
has been dry for a Jong time, we 
were giad to see it. 

Davlight comes late on these 
cloudy mornings, now that the 
winter solstice approaches. 
When I went out to feed after 
breakfast, ragged clouds hur- 
ried overhead from the south- 
east, dripping moisture and 
hiding the mountain tops. Yet 
here and there were breaks 
where higher clouds showed 
aha with traces of blue 
sky. 


Sounds carry clearly on such 
&@ morning and I listened to a 
chorus of crows that ‘probably 
had an owl cornered in a tree 
down along the creek. A bluejay 
called and I caught the little tin- 
horn note of the nuthatch. Then 
a new sound came drifting from 
far overhead and out of the mist 
came a small band of geese, 
flying in perfect ““V’" formation 
with just one outrider off to the 
east. I wondered if they might 
drop in on our Big Pond, but 
after circling once or twice they 
lined out again “Sid headed 
south. 

One of the interesting events of 
the cpuntry year is to watch the 
wild birds and animals making 
their preparations for winter. 
All of our water birds are, of 
course, migratory and with a 
few exceptions we see them 
mainly in spring and autumn. 
Exceptions are the herons and 
bitterns, a few least sandpipers, 
the killdeer and an occasional 
pair of teal or wood duck that 
nest here and raise their young 
in summer. 


Most hawks that nest here also 
winter with us, others like the 
broad-winged and marsh are 
commonest in migration, and still 
others like the peregrine falcon 
or’ duck hawk are commonest in 
winter. All the gallinaceous birds 
are year-around residents; the 
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rare ruffed grouse, bobwhite and 
the wild turkeys which are on 
the increase. 

Songbirds fall.into four groups: 
the migrants that pass through 
each spring and autumn but 
never linger, the birds that nest 
to northward but winter with us, 
our summer nesters that head 
for warmer climes in early fall, 
and the permanent residents. 
These latter include some we 
think of as migrants such as 
bluebirds, robins and meadow- 
larks.

ians, these largely sleep the 
winter out, buried in mud and 
with body temperatures 
dropped to not far above freez- 
ing. Mammals can be classed 


in three groups as to winter- 
ing habit: those like the 
groundhog, the bats, and some 
mice and ground squirrels 
which truly hibernate; those 
like the raccoon which become
